Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record does not disclose, in single or in combination, collecting values of parameters 
characterizing the spectral route segments, which values of the parameters include 
values of optical transparency parameters, using an optimization method to process the 
collected parameters values in the destination node upon receipt of the message to 
select the spectral route and the spatial route that supports the selected spectral route 
.by selecting the wavelength to be used, or the wavelengths to be used successively, to 
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spectrally connect the starting node to the destination node in combination with other 
limitations of the claim.
